Thanks in part to Maverick hockey 
players and coaches, 155 women had a 
better understanding of hockey at this 
weekend's home series against the University 
of Michigan. At “Hockey 101 - A Woman’s 
Guide to Hockey,” participants were able to 
learn about hockey, interact with players and 
coaches and raise money for a couple of good 
causes. 

Each participant was given a packet of 
hockey terms along with a ticket to their 
choice of this weekend's games. The proceeds 
from Thursday’s event at the Qwest Center 
benefited Liz’s Legacy and the Diet Pepsi/ 
UNO Women’s Walk. 

Participants got a glimpse into what it 
is like to be a Maverick hockey player. They 
watched the team practice, took part in a pre- 
game dinner, toured the locker room andl hit 
the ice. They also had informational sessions 
with UNO athletic trainer Rusty McKune and 
Central Collegiate Hockey Association referee 
Mark Baratta. 

After enjoying dinner and chatting with 
the players, the ladies were split into three 
groups where each learned about a certain 
aspect of Maverick hockey, 

During the on-ice session, players and 
coaches welcomed the ladies onto the rink. 
Formingahalf-circlearound thedemonstrating 
players, the women experienced the speed 
and power of hockey as pucks flew into the 
net and clanged off the goal post. The players

are really feeling 100 percent? He said the players trust him and 
are honest most of the time; but he relies on their teammates.

Maverick men still tied for top of 
NCC despite loss to St. Cloud State

After losing to St. Cloud State 75-77 and 
beating No. 4 Minnesota State-Mankato 70-58 
over the weekend, the No. 12 UNO men’s 
basketball team is back in a tie for first place in 
the North Central Conference. 

The St. Cloud State Huskies came into 
Friday night's game with revenge on their 
minds, after losing to the Mavericks on their 
home court 73-70 bwo weeks ago. Nate Miller, 
who seemed unstoppable at times, finished 
with a team high 25 points for the Huskies. 
Three other players for St. Cloud State finished 
in double digits in the game. 

The referees played a significant role the 
game. They were very aggressive with their 
calls, calling a total of 32 fouls throughout the 
game. With all the fouls being called, junior 
guard Calvin Kaples was sent to the line for 
eight free throw attempts; he made six of 
them. Kaples, an traditionally good free throw 
shooter has had an uncharacteristically poor 
performance from the line this season. 

“I won't say that I’m over the slump, but 
I did get the confidence going. If I had made 
the other two, it probably would have been a 
different ball game,” Kaples said. 

One controversial foul play Kaples 
wished he wasn’t involved in was the foul 
on Nate Miller late in the second half that sent 
him out of the game with his fifth foul. 

“That was a tough call, I think at that 
point in the game it’s a no-call. | thought it 
was a clean block. If there was any contact it 
was late after the shot. This was a crucial game 
at the end of the year, and the ref can’t take a 
game into his own hands,” Kaples said. 

Despite fouling out towards the end of 
the game, Kaples still managed to finish with 
a team-high 19 points. Both games seemed to 
be a showease for junior forward Ryan Curtis, 


who finished with 17 points against St. Cloud 
State and 14 points against Minnesota State- 
Mankato. 

“In our game against St. Cloud State I 
had a good game, but we lost, so with the 
Minnesota State-Mankato game, I came out 
on fire,” Curtis said. 

On fire would be the key term for Ryan 
Curtis who seemed impossible to stop in the 
paint. Curtis shot 66 percent from the field and 
snagged 16 rebounds in both games combined. 


The defense scemed slow on intensity against j 


St. Cloud State, but came out more aggressive 
against Minnesota State Mankato. 

“We needed to come out with mote 
intensity, more passion, and more fire on the 


. defensive end. If we take care of things on 


defense, everything else will fall into place,” 
Kaples said. 

Coach Kevin McKenna made his defense 
stick to the script, holding MSU, a team that 
averages nearly 9) points per game, to just 
58 points. Before the defense had settled in 
during, the second half, the first half was all 
Luke Anderson, who shot 70 percent from the 
field and scored 16 points. 

‘7 just told Andre to get at him in the 
second half, and not let him get the open 
shots,” McKenna said. : 

Tarpley did just that, holding Luke 
Anderson to four points in the second half. 

“1 just tried to deny him the ball. He was 
getting too many touches and too many open 
shots in the first half,” Tarpley said. 

Senior guard Abdul Mills added 15 points 
in the Mavs win. UNO finally got over the 
hump, snapping a two-game loosing streak to 
Mankato, and holding onto their end of first 
place in the NCC. 

“It feels good to beat a good team like 
Minnesota State-Mankato, but it feels even 
better to bounce back from the tough loss 
against St. Cloud State,” McKenna said.
